They were discovered last 
Friday, but the authorities tried in every way 
possible to keep the matter a secret even 
from the residents of the town and they suc- 
ceeded foratime. But gradually the secret 
passed from one to another and one family 
after another hurriedly left the city. Now the 
news is common property in Brunswick and 
people are leaving by the hundreds, but still 
the authorities are averse to having the facts 
telegraphed from the city and even threaten 
the newspaper correspondents with arrest if 
they mention the scare intheir telegrams. 
Nobody seems to know. as yet, except the 
few originaily in the secret, here the cases 
came from or how many people haveso far 
been directly exposed to the infection.

HAYTIEN ‘HORRORS. 


The Black Republic on the Eve of 
Another Insurrection. 


SCENES AT THE RECENT MASSACRE AT 
PORT-AU-PRINCE. 


Minister Douglass Shares the Blame for 
Events Leading Up to the Outbreak— 
Gross. Ineompetency of the Aged 
Official—An Autocratic Private Secre- 
tary. 


New YorK, July 7.—The following appears 
to - da in a morning paper: ‘‘The rumors of 
revolution and murder which have been re- 
ceived from Port-au-Prince and other Hay- 
tien ports the last few days are finally authen- 
ticated by the arrival in New York on the 
steamer Prince Welhelm III. of several mem- 
bers of the Haytien revolutionary party, a 
number of merchants who have found it 
necessary owing to the unsafe and troublous 
times, to leave the island. From the reports 
given by them it is probable that this small 
hegro republic in the West Indies will again 
go through the throes of massacre and revo- 
lution from which it suffered so disastrously 
a few years ago. 

The story which is printed this morning 
was obtained from a passenger on the Prince 
Wilhelm III., a friend of the reactionary 
party, and a man whose knowledge of the 
country and its people may safely be relied 
on. His name did not appear on the passen- 
ger list of the steamer and his presence 
in New York is probably known to 
very few of his friends, owing to reasons 
which he does not feel called upon to make 
public. He was present at all the scenes he 
described and was a witness of Hippolyte’s 
massacres of May 28 and the week follow- 
ing. The Prince Wilhelm III. sailed from 
Port-au-Prince at noon on Saturday, June 
277, and arrived in this port last Friday. 

DOUGLASS TO BLAME. 

On landing in New Tork. said one of the 
passengers, ‘‘Iread in the papers the stary 
of the events which took place at Port-au- 
Prince from May 28 to June 2. This account 
contains errors of detail. The main facts, 
however, are correct, especially the asser- 
tion of the culpability of the United States 
Minister, Mr. Frederick Douglass, or rather 
that of his private secretary, at whose mercy 
Mr. Douglass is completely left owing to his 
Inability to speak French. The private sec- 
retary is Mr. Bassett, a mulatto, who has 
won the distrust of the whole population of 
Port-au-Prince. This man was formerly 
United States Minister to Hayti, and was one 
of the negotiators for the purchase of the 
Mole St. Nicholas. It was owing to his in- 
competence or fraudulent practice that the 
United States was deprived of opportunity of 
purchasing this important coaling station. 
The residents of Port-au-Prince, on seeing 
Bassett return to the island asa private sec- 


’vetiry, after having held the office of Minis- 


ter, naturally sought from him an explana- 
tion of the situation, and soon found that it 
was either from lack of confidence of our 
Government in their former envoy or a case 
of bankruptcy on the part of Bassett, which 
compelled him to accept any office that 
would furnish hima livelihood. The office 
of private secretary has come up to Mr. Bas- 
sett’s highest expectations. He over-rides 
the Minister, and by submitting to the de- 
sires of the Haytien Government, instead of 
asserting the rights of the nation he repre- 
sents, he manages to fill his coffers to an ex- 
tent which enables him to live in an ex- 
travagant manner and to lose heavily in the 
games of chance of which he is notoriously 
fond. 
HATED IN HAYTI. 

Thus it is only too true that Minister Doug 
lass bears the moral blame for the dssassina- 
tions committed during the six days, as en- 
couraged by his secretary, when he could 
have put a stop to it all by a mere sign. He 
is therefore to-day an object of distrust to his 
colleagues, of hate to all honest people and a 
toy for the Haytien Ministry, who are crush- 
ing to earth the interests of the United 
States. He allows American subjects to be 
expelled daily from the country without 
cause while he lulis himself to sleep by read- 
ing flattering articles published by these Min 
isters in the official press. On May B. as soon 
as the first shots were fired in the attack on 
the prison, Secretary Bassett locked Minister 
Dougiass in his apartments in his villa under 
the pretext that the Minister’s place was not 
in the midst of the bullets, and that he would 
go himself to see what the trouble was. 

The prison, in which 200 politicai prisoners 
had been placed by order of Hippolyte, who 
suspected that a revolution was being 
plotted under the leadership of Gen. Sully 
Guerrier was being stormed by the mob. In 
this prison there were a few thieves and in- 
cendiaries who were delivered with the rest, 
afact which the President took as an ex- 
cuse for the slaughters of that day. 

TO DELIVER THEIR FRIENDS. 

To show, however, that the insurgents 
were merely tryingto deliver their friends, 
and not the criminals, and that they djd not 
even know in what cells their friends were 
confined, we know that they falled to release 
three political captives, one of whom was 
Mme. Sully Guerrier, the wife of their 
leader. This unfortunate woman had 
been incarcer? ted for weeks in 
irons and had been tortured daily by order of 
Hippolyte to compel her to tell the where- 
abouts of her husband. As soon as he was 
caught and sbot,on that day she was set 
free. The cause of the attack on the prison 
was an order issued by the President to take 
all these prisoners to sea on a Haytien man- 
of-war and there shoot or drown them all. 
An bour and a half after the attack on the 
prison the wholesale slaughter was begun in

The M. Rigaud 
who had been killed was a native born, a 
great-grandson of the French Gen. Rigaud 
and had recently filed papers to obtain 
French citizenship. 

The energétic action on the part of tho 
French representative cauged the natives to 
respect all those under the protection of the 
tri-color and perhaps even all white men and 
strangers. It is certain that the interven- 
tion of the United States Minister at the head 
of the whole corps of consuls would have put 
a stop to the terrible scenes which lasted six 
days and which lasted as long as they did by 
the mere encouragement of Mr. Douglass’ 


secretary.

PREPARING FOR SATURDAY’S EVENT ON 
WIMBLEDON COMMON. 


London’s Volunteers Will Be Viewed by 
the Emperor’s Critical Eye-An Ex- 
citing Scene at Last Night’s Banquet— 
Distress Among the Poor of Berlin— 
General Foreign News. 


Loxpox, July 7.—Dispatches from Windsor 
announce that the Emperor of Germany was 
somewhat fatigued with his exertions of yes- 
terday and consequently he slept later this 
morning than is his custom and did not take 
his usual early morning ride. 

After breakfasting with Queen Victoria the 
Emperor drove tothe park, where he criti- 
cally watched the musical ride of the Life 

Guards, a most skillful equestrian perform - 
ance, 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, the Duke of Anhalt - Dessau, the Duke 
of Connaught and Prince Henry of Batten- 
berg, all in briiliant uniforms, and the 
Princess of Wales, Princess Beatrice, the 
Princess Victoria of Wales and the Duchess 
of Fife, smartly attired morning dress, 
joined the young Emperor in watching the 
Life Guards’ magnifice riding. The 
guards’ exhibition provo the greatest 
admiration on the part of the Emporor, who 
was very enthusiastic over it, saying that it 
was one Of the finest military spectacles that 
he had ever seen. 

ON WIMBLEDON COMMON. 

The review on Wimbledon Common Satur- 
day will be mostly a London affair; that is the 
greater portion of the voluhteers will be from 
the metropolis. Allthe commanding officers 
inthe home district have received invita- 
tions to attend with batallions not less than 
500 strong. A brigade of cavalry is to be 
formed by a regiment of the household troops 
from London, and two or three regiments to 
be marched up from Aldershot, the latter 
being accompanied by several batteries of 
artillery. There will also bein the force a 
brigade uf foot-guards, tobe marched from 
London on the morning of the review and a 
brigade of regular infantry from Aldershot 
and Woolwich. The mounted troops will 
arrive at Wimbledon on Thursday evening, 
and remain there throughout the Maneuvers 
and until Monday, when the mounted troops 
will return to Aldershot to take part in the 
regular cavalry maneuvers. The review will 
not, therefore, be a volunteer affair alto- 
gether but will give the Kaisera chance to 
witness the discipline of some of the crack 
Pregiments of England. No effort will be 
spared by the war authorities to make the 
review a memorable affair. 

NOT ON THE PROGRAMME, 

Owing to the old-fashioned slow In 
which news fs" A here, and the 
fact that the newspaper representatives have 
few facilities for news gathering placed at 
their disposal at Windsor, it did not become 
generally known until this morning that 
there was a most strange and exciting scene 
at the royal banquet given at Windsor Castle 
last night in honor of the Queen's imperial 
grandson. It appears that a large water 
pipe burst in the banquet hall while 
the Queen was entertaining the 
Emperor and a party of most 
distinguished guests, a majority of whom 
were members of the royal and imperial 
families. The result was that the hall was 
almost flooded with water. Finding that the 
combined efforts of the Queen’s attendants 
and of the castle servants were powerless to 
check the flow of water from the broken 
pipe, it was found necessary to summon the 
fire brigade, who eventually succeeded in 
turning the water off. Some time elapsed 
before order was restored and before the 
Queen’s guests were ableto resume their 
seats at the table and managed to continue 
the banquet in the much dampened hall. 


BOMBARDMENT OF IQUIQUE. 


Accor GIVEN BY THE OFFICERS OF A BRITISH 
WAR SHIP. 

Vicroria, British Columbia, July 7.—Her 
Majesty’s ship, War Sprite, arrived Sunday 
direct from Coquimbo; and her officers have 
many stories to tell of the scenes in connmec- 
tion with the Chilian rebellion witnessed 
during theif stay there. The f ac- 
count of the bombardment of Iquique is fur- 
nished,it being stated that all other accounts 
hitherto furnished have been very much ex- 
aggerated. On Sunday, Feb. 1%, the govern- 
ment troops, 300 in number, evacuated 
Iquique. On the following day 
the rebels landed their men and took 
possession of the town, and issued a prociama- 
tion to the effect that the town being fairly 
in their hands, the blockade was at an end, 
and that trade would go on. Accordingly 
the poorer classes, who had been camping 
out on lighters and on Lighthouse Island, 
and also the English and other European 
residents, who had taken refuge onthe mer- 
chant vessels returned to town, but unfortu- 
nately on the morning of Thursday, the 19th, 
a continual rife firing accompanied by the 
whirr of the machine guns announced that 
during the night the government troops under 
Col. Soto had slid down the steep incline at the 
back of the hospital and had there remained 
concealed until daylight when they revealed 
their presence to the astonished sailors. In 
the fight which followed 112 men were killed 
and 20 wounded. Many were 
burned.

THEY DIED AT DAWN 


THE - FOUR SING SING MURDERERS MET 
THEIR DOOM TO-DAY. 


Second Legal Electrocution in the 
World’s History. 


ONE HOUR AND TWENTY-THREE MIN: 
UTES COMPLETES THE TASK. 


Death Was Instantaneous and Painless— 
There Was No Struggle and No Torture 
Marked the Work of the Electrical Ma- 
chine—Scenes in the Fatal Chamber— 
The Chair Described—Interviews With 
Witnesses of the Execution—Holding 
the Autopsies. 


SIx d Sino, N. Y., July 7.~The second lega 
electrocution in the world’s history took 
place this morning, The four condemned 
murderers met their doom in the following 
order: Slocum was killed at 4:42%, Smiler at 
5:14, Wood at 5:89 and Jugiro at 6:06. 

The lights inthe prison building are usu- 
ally put out at 4o0’clock every morning or a 
few minutes after that time. At that hour 
there is enough gray daylight to permit the 
keepers from falling over things or mistak- 
ing each other for trusties. This morning 


there was a change. The lights went out half 


an hour earlier than usual and those of the 
curious ones who remained in front of the 
prison all night noticed that some- 
thing . was happening. The watchers 
outside had grown very suspicious of the new 
Warden, Brown. They thought it would be 
just ike him to execute the men at some un- 
expected time and then say nothing about it 
for hours afterward. So when at 3 the 
lights went down it was believed that some- 
thing was to be done with the dynamo which 
kills and which has to have all other power 
shut off when it runs. Up at the north end 
of the prison yard where the engine room is 
and where the swift and smooth working 
killing machines run in the cover of an old 
peaked building, there is an exhaust steam 
pipe which betrays the movements inside. 

When the dynamo is running there comes 
from this pipe a thick cloud of steam. That 
isthe sign. After the lights were shut down 
this morning steam stopped coming, and 
then there came out such a cloud that there 
was no mistaking it, The dynamo was run- 
ning. Tests were making, and, for all those 
on the outside knew, the guards might be 
binding a man like a sheep on a bundle of 
tagots before taking him into that waiting 
chair, Tor oο’tm an hour the dynamo was 
kept running, and its force was not expendéd 
in making lights either. Then it was stopped 
fora time. 

BEYOND THE DEAD LINE, 

The day broke this morning upon a row of 
very tired menwho sat on the stone wall 
opposite the prison outside the dead line. 
The wind had gone down during the nighit, 
and there was enough air stirring to flap the 
sails of a pair of schooners which were going 
out with the tide. The guards who patrolled 
the dead line had turned very insolent. 
Their long walk of the night ruled their tem- 
pers considerably, and at that early hour of 
the morning they had reached the state 
where they would have been glad touse a 
club on some one. 

Beyond the few rifie-laden guards at that 
time there was nothing amor that human 
beings lived in the prison. ot the slightest 
trace of life was visible. There are usually 
among the trusty convicts who work for the 
warden and who work about the house and 
office some who rise vory early. 

There were none ing, but perhaps 
that had little „ The prison isso 
shut up within itselt that the worst kind of a 
tragedy might occur within its walls and no 
one outside know anything about it. 

The hour of 50’clock came and went and 
there was nothing more to show. There was 
not a hint from those walls. The curious 
group lounged on the stone steps and the 
biuff opposite the prison, the only disturbing 
element being a freight train which rumbied 
along through the two tunnels and sent 
up in the open space between a 
cloud of Diack einder laden smoke. It rolled 
on its way south and as the echo of the 
wheels grew fainter the half of a man’s body 
stuck out of the west window of the cupola. 
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Anis third wife, had given a life for a life five 


minutes before. It took the attendant five 
minutes to go to the top of the prison and

It was after midnight when he got an audi 
ence with the Warden, and it was said that a 
heated confab followed. Deputy Attorney- 
General Hogan was called down, and the 
three had it out together. Mr. Hatre left the 
prison very early this morning and went back 
to New York, leaving the result of his trip 
very much in the dark.

The sun, which at its first rising gave prom- 
ise of a fair and bright day, had kept so se- 
cluded that it looked as though the gray dawn 
effect was to be a lasting one. The sky was 
gloomy, the mist on the river thickened and 
the waves, which broke mournfully on the 
shore, were in perfect harmony with the gen- 
eral surroundings. It seemed as though the 
customary awakening in the prison was to be 
overlooked for one day. The prison cows 
were not driven down the hill from the stable 
as usual. Trains shot underthe tunnel with 
an angry roar and passed on to their differ- 
ent destinations. There was nothing else to 
break the spell. 

JUGUIRO’S END. 

The Jap, that big, muscular shibuya, 
Juguiro, who, in a fit ef rage, stabbed to 
death one of his countrymen, was to come 
mext. The flag of death for him was red. It 
was believed the taking of the foreigner to 
the chair would be a hard task and that there 
would be sucha scenein the death chamber 
as the Warden, who talked of killing men as 
he would of beheading chickens for his Sun- 
sd dinner, could not forget as long as he 

ved. 

The Jap had queer ideas about the death. 
He believed that when he was taken tothe 
my sterous real beyond, he was to be tortured. 
He had said as well as he could that he would 
fight before he would sit inthatchair. A 
displacement of the wires or of the harness, 
caused by a struggle, would mean torture. 
The watchers anxiously looked up at the pole 
on the roof to see the red flag announce to 
them the death of Juguiro. It was long in 
coming. The fact savored of a struggle. It 
was all over with presently, The law had 
bee carried out to the letter and the red flag 
went up. The Jap died at6:060’clock. —- 

The entire time consumed in executing the 
four men was one hour twenty-three and a 
half minutes. 


IN THE DEATH CHAMBER. 


DETAILS OF THE MANNER THE CONDEMNED MET 
THEIR FATE. 

SN SN, N. Y-, July 7.—Soon after4 a. 
m. the witnesses and jurors were ushered 
intothe death chamber. The experts had 
examined exerything and were satisfied that 
there would be no hitch. Slocum was 
awakened at 3:30 and as he rose from his cot 
e asked: Is it time?“ 

Not quite yet, principal Keeper Con- 
naughton replied, ‘‘butit will be soon now 
my boy. Slocum gave a sort of gasp as he 
realized that his last hour had come. Never- 
theless he steadied himself, and after a trem- 
ulous minute or two he said: All right, I 
will be ready.’’ 

He bathed his face and hands and made 
quick preparations for his breakfast. 

While he was waiting for his last meal on 
earth his spiritual advisors came into his cell 
and passed abeut fifteen minutes with him. 
He received Holy Communion. His break- 
fast was ready. He ate sparingly of boiled 
eggs and coffee and at 3:15 he signified that 
he was ready forthe supreme trial. The in- 
vited witnesses who were anxiously waiting 
Yor the death scene up their positions. 
There was not as much formal order about 
the march as there used to be in the 

walked steadily to -the 
. His arms were tied 
Dehind his back and a strap on his legs al- 
lowed him to tep about twelve inches at a 
pace. Notimc was lost. When the death- 
chamber was reached Slocum walkedto the 
fatal chair and sat down. His feet were tied 
and his arms and head firmly fixedto the 
proper places. He was ready in a moment. 
A moment later Warden Brown touched the 
bell andthe current was applied. He died 
quickly. Slocum met death bravely. 

As nearly as could be learned now his death 
was quick, sure and painless. His bearing 
was that of fear, but he nerved himself to the 
point where he seemed indifferent. He was 
strapped firmly in the chair and when every- 
thing was ready the signal was given which 
launched him into eternity. 

The working of the apparatus was perfect, 
so it was said. There was no repetition of 
the frightful torture such as Kemmler suf- 
fered and the lack of bungling at the first 
electrocution. The signals were given 
quickly when the unfortunate man was in 
the chair. The full current was turned on 
and in less time than it takes to tell Slocum 
was dead. The electric current was kept on 
until the men of science pronounced him 
dead. Then his.lifeless form was removed 
and the chair made ready for its next victim. 

Five minutes after he was killed, the black 
emoke from the stack told that preparations 
were being made for the next man. 

Half an hour after Slocum was awakened 
Smiler had been aroused, and while Slocum 
ate his breakfast Smiler was being prepared 
for his crisis by the Rev. Dr. Edgarton. ; 

Exactly thirty-one minutes after Slocum’s 
dead body had been removed from the chair 
to the autopsy room Smiler was placed in the 

tofdeath. Ina fraction of a second after 

straps were secured the fatal spark was 
applied and Sutiler’s soul was on its way to 
join that of Slocum. One of the jury fainted 
but Keeper Connaughton’s presence of mind 
quelled consequent disturbance, 

Wood was prepared next and he was 
executed at 5:88 Oo clock.

A TERRIBLE ORDEAL... : 

The witnesses were besieged by reporte 
as soon as they made their appearance from 
the prison. All of them refused to say any- 
thing, however, except that the executions 
had passed off without any hitch and had 
been a success from a scientific standpoint. 
Warden Brown had laid a strict injunction of 
secrecy upon them all,and had evidently 
made such an impression On their minds that 
they were loth to talk. All looked thor- 
oughly used up and exhausted. They had 
been through a terrible ordeal, and the effects 
were plainly visible upon their faces. 

F. A. Brown, Purchasing Agent of the State 
Prison, said that there was no doubt that the 
electrocutions were absolutely painless. 

The horse killed yesterday in the final test 
of the machinery, he said, ‘‘was done be- 
fore it fell. Its eyeballs were as natural as 
in life after death, and this was the condition 
of the men put to death this morning. Each 
walked calmly to death, and there was not a 
struggle or hitch at any stage of the proceed- 
ings. When the current was turned intoa 
man’s body he died so quickly that it was 
difficult to realize that death had occurred. 

Rev. Mr. Law, the Tombs chaplain, said he 
was pledged to secrecy , but he was willing to 
say that death had come instantaneously ahd 
painlessly, and he considers electrocution a 
decided success. 

Two of the witnesses, who refused to give 
their names, said: ‘‘All the electrocutions 
were completely successful and without a 
flaw. None of the men struggled or resisted 
when placed in the chair. Instead of doing 
so they assisted the Deputy Warden in ar- 
ranging the straps as Kemmler did at Au- 
burn. The Jap, Jugiro, whoit was thought 
would be hard to handle, was perfectly do- 
cile. Allthe men were killed on the first 
contact. 

The positive electrode was applied, as in 
the Kemmler case, to the top of the head and 
the negative to the leg. Most of the wit- 
nesses will remain to the autopsy. The 
autopsies will probably not be concluded be- 
fore 10:30 or 11 o’clock. 

DR. LAW CONVERTED. 

Rev, Dr. Law, Chaplain of the Tombs, New 
York, who was the assistant of the prison 
Chaplain anda witness, said: ‘‘I was fully 
convinced that the killing of murderers by 
electricity was a failure, but I am now con- 
vinced tothe contrary. Every one of the 
men went tothe chair calmly, and died easi- 
ly and without pain or contortion. Death 
was instantaneous. I am bound to secrecy, 
and can say no more.’’ 

George Edward Oliver of Albany, a wit - 
ness, said: ‘‘I came here because I am a per- 
sonal friend of Warden Brown. I can say 
nothing about the execution because I, to- 
gether with all the witnesses, signed a paper 
last night at 10 o’clock pledging myself to 
secrecy.’’ 

Asked by a reporter if the execution was a 
success he nodded assent. He was asked if 
Dr. Law’s statements concerning the quiet 
manner of the victims and their instantane- 
ous deaths were true and he said they were. 
So far as he could judge as a layman the exe- 
cutions were a success. 

Ex-Warden Brush, under whose adminis- 
tration the apparatus was erected, drove 
through the grounds on his way to the depot. 
Asked concerning the appliances, he said: 
Everything was in perfect order when I left” 
it, and I have no doubt that the apparatus 
was used just as I planned it, because we had 
it in the best of working order. The appli- 
cations were made to the head and calves of 
the legs, so that absolute connection with the 
spinal cord was obtained. We killed a horse 
with it and I think it was possible to success- 
fully killa man every two minutes in this 
way. It took about a year to fix the buildings 
and construct the apparatus. Everything 
was done in the most thorough manner, and 
I don’t think the present Warden has to 
change a thing. 


TO TELL THE STORY. 


NEWS GATHERERS EAGER TO GIVE THE FACTS 
TO THE WORLD. 

SING SING, July 7.—The crowd which linger- 
ed along the road in front of the prison when 
the witnesses began to arrive was not large. 
It was composed almost entirely of the rep- 
resentatives of newspapers and of the two 
press associations. Warden Brown had de- 
clined to permit the representatives of the 
press associations, to have access to the exe- 
cution chamber, either as witnesses or as 
associations and it was known several days 
betore the execution took place that the facts 
must be obtained from the private citizens 
who had been invited to be present, if they 
could be persuaded to talk. Extensive 
preparations had been made to handle what 
news could be obtained as rapid as possible. 
Near the place where the temporary execu- 
tion room had been built was a trestle run- 
ning above a series of lime kilns. Adjoining 
this was a small frame building of two rooms. 
This building had been leased by the prison 
people to the lime company, which sublet it 
for the occasion of the execution to the rep- 
resentatives of the press. Wires had been 
strung to it and operators sat with fingers on

MISTAKES AVOIDED. 


THE ELECTRICIANS PROFITED BY THE BLUN- 
DERS AT AUBURN. 

SMO SWO, N. T., July 7.—The mistakes of 
the electrical operator who made the execu- 
tion of Kemmler a part failure, were avoided 
to-day. The causes of the delays at Auburn 
were known to the Warden at Sing Sing, and 
had been anticipated in the arrangements for 
the execution ofthe four who were put to 
death to-day. The tested voltage of the 
dynamos had been brought up to 8,000, while 


into Kemmier’s body was only 780. 
The weakness of the current at 
the Kemmier execution was chargeable 
in part to the slipping of the belts on the dy- 
namos and especial attention has been taken 
to avoid these to-day. The dynamo used was 
a Westinghouse, a counterpart ef the ma 
chine used at Auburn, but it was supple- 
mented by a smaller dynamo intended to aug- 
ment thecurrent. The arrangement of the 
apparatus for the testing strength of the cur- 
remt was Clumsy at Auburn—so imperfect that 
through the neglect of one of the electricians 
the incandescent lamps used to test the volt- 
age were left burning and absorbed the 
greater part of the current when it was

At to-day’s execution, the executioner was 
in a small closet with an open top, through 
which he could hear anything said to him by 
the warden or any of his assistants, and the 
electricians were in the execution chamber 
itself. Besides by an arrangement of the 
switches, it was made possible for the elec- 
trician himself to turn the current into the 
execution chair, or to turn it off in case the 
executioner should become confused or fail 
to respond to the warden’s signals. With 
these precautions it was thought that every 
chance of failure had been provided against. 
The death-chair wasof almost exactly the 
same pattern as the chair in which Kemmler 
was executed—a plain wooden chair with 
perforated wood seat, the back having a 
slight incline. Near thetop of the chair- 
back was a beveled cushion of rubber for the 
prisoner’s head and neck to rest against. 
Above this extended a wooden ‘‘figure 4, 


wooden set-screws tothe back of the chair. 
In front of the chair extended a foot-rest to 
which the legs of the prisoner were to be 
bound. This was the only important particu- 
lar in which the chair differed from the 
Kemmier chair. Kemmler’s legs were sepa- 
rated and fastened tothe front legs of the 
chair in which he sat. The chair was placed 
on a rubber mat to insulate it. 


A FRUITLESS ERRAND. 


LAWYER HAIRE’S LAST ATTEMPT TO SAVE THE 
LIFE OF WOOD. 

New Tonk, July 7.—Col. Robert J. Haire, 
counsel for Wood, left for Sing Sing last night 
on the 10:45 train witha writ of habeas corpus 
and a citation to Warden Brown to produce 
Wood before the United States Court, which 
Haire claims will act asa stay and prevent 
his execution, at all events, for so me time to 
come. The story of this move to prolong 
Wood’s life is like this: Lawyer Haire saw 
Judge Lacombe at Athens, N. Y., on Satur- 
day evening last when he applied for the 
| writ, atthe same time showing the Judge a 
certified copy of a notice of an appeal which 
he had served on Chief Clerk Sparks of the 
Court of General Sessions, which was placed 
on file. When Mr. Haire saw Judge Lacombe 
on Saturday last the latter promised to for- 
ward the writ of habeas corpus and other 
papers to the Circuit Court Olerk’s office in 
the Federal building by 8 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, but 
reach there before 90’clock lagt night, and 
on their arrival they were accompanied by a 
long letter of instruction from the Judge to 
Clerk Rogers, who retired to an inner room 
for some time before communicating the re- 
sult to the counsel. 

The contents of the letter were not divulged 
to the reporters, but they resulted in the 
Clerk cutting the Judge’s signature out of the 
papers before giving them to Mr. Haire. 
Clerk Rogers told the counsel that that action 
was taken in accordance with the Judge’s 
order, as Mr. Haire had neglected to pay $1 
fee at the Circuit Court of this district, and so 
he was not entitled in the District Court, al- 
though his name appears on the rolls of the 
United States Supreme Court in Washington. 
Mr. Haire was highly indignant at the cutting 
out of the Judge’s signature, but took the 
papers to Sing Sing for service on Warden 
Brown. He told a reporter before leaving 
that the certified copy of notice of appeal 
served on Clerk Sparks, andthe appeal now 
pending before the Courtof Appeals in this 
State, would act as a stay and prevent Wood’s 
electrocution. He stated thatthe action of 
Clerk Rogers in cutting out Judge Lacombe’s 
Signature from the writ of habeas corpus 
and the citation would amount to nothing, 
asunder the United States Supreme Court 
decisions (Wallis 34) the law overrules any 
rule of the District Court. 

He said: ‘‘The paltry excuse made that 1 
have failed to comply with the rule of the 
Circuit Court in this district by neglecting to 
pay the $1 fee for registration does not 
amount to anything, as they don’t dispute 
my admission to the United States Supreme 
Court bar, where I have practiced in Wash- 
ington for years. You may gay I shall serve 
the papers to-night on Warden Brown, and 
the appeal alone will act asa stay.’’ 

Clerk Rogers of the District Circuit Cour 
said, however, that such was not the case; 
the writ of habeas corpus was without the 
judge’s signature. He also said that ifthe 
counsel had offered to serve the papers with 
Judge Lacombe’s signature attached he 
would have been liable to disbarment for 
practicing in a court to which he was not 
admitted. 

The petition to the Circuit Court states that 
Wood is illegally deprived of his liberty by 
being incarcerated in Sing Sing in violation 
ofthe United States constitution; that the 
grounds of his detention are his being 
under sentence of death under 
chapter 489° of the laws of 1883, 
which state that heis tobe kept in solitary 
confinement until the date of the sentence of 
death originally ordered, and that that time 
has long since passed, since which time his 
case has been argued before the Supreme 
Court ofthe United States, which fixed the 
date of his execution during the present 
week. 

The petition also sets forththat Wood’s 
counsel objected to the fixing of the 
date on the ground that Wood 
had already served part of his sen- 
tence, i. e., solitary -confinement, and that 
the court had norighttofix a date for the 
sentence, because no record of the case was 
before it at the time. Also that an appeal 
was then pending before the Court of Appeals 
of this State. 

The petition alleges that the law for the ex- 
ecution of criminals by electricity is uncon- 
stitutional on the ground that itis cruel and 
inhuman.

GIVEN OUT TO-DAY. 

Sine Six, July 7.—Atlp. m. Dr. South- 
wick, Dr. Daniels and Deputy Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hogan came out, got into a carriage and 
drove tothe station.

McDonald’s official statement may 
not be given out for some days.’’ 

The autopsy of Slocum was confined mostly 
to the brain and heart to find out how the 
strong current had affected them. The brain 
was congested and atevery place where the 
contact was made the tissues were burned 
and destroyed.

He Sends an Open Letter to the Chicago

An open letter written by Rabbi 8. H. Son- 
neschein of this city, under date of July 5, to 
Rev. William E. Blackstone of Chicago has 
created considerable of a stirin the Windy 
City, especially among the Hebrew residents. 
The letter, which was published In the Chi- 
cago Herald, reads as follows: 

To Rev. William E. Blackstone of Oak Park: 

REVEREND Sirn—You inyaded my home (and 
the homes of many other American rabbis) with your 
printed pamphlets published in favor of your pet 
schemes concerning the restoration of a Hebrew 
commonweailthin Palestine. I am obliged to tell 
you in plain and blunt language that these, your 
solicitations, are uncalled for. They are prompted 
by misguided zeal and founded on utterly false prem- 
ises. This sounds rather discourteous. But a severe 
mistake challenges earnest rebuke, and you are 
severely mistaken! 

Lam ready at any time and place you may desig- 
nate to demonstrate in public debate how utterly de- 
void of fact and critical application your arguments 
in behalf of the political and national restoration of 
Palestine are. You certainly think you ceuld back 
your assertions with any amount of really conclusive 
—— But let me tell you, you are severely mis-

COULD NOT BE HARMONIZED. 

Rev. Dr. Blackstone is aChicago clergy- 
man who seems to have given especial atten- 
tion to the Hebrews. A couple of months 
ago he and some other Chicago ministers had 
a debate with the rabbis of Chicago in how 
far Christianity and Judaism could 
agree, it being the purpose of 
the Rev. Blackstone and his associates to 
endeavor to effect a consolidation of the He- 
brew and Christian religions. His views were 
not accepted, however, bythe Chicago rab - 
bis, who could not see how the twocreeds 
could be made to harmonize, and they agreed 
to disagree with him. A couple of weeks 
later Rev. Blackstone got out a petition 
signed by hundreds of people residing’ in 
Chicago and elsewhere, requesting President 
Harrison and Secretary Blaine to intercede 
in their official capacity withthe powers of 
Europe for an international conference to 
consider the condition of the Jews and their 
Claims to Palestine as their ancient home. 

Since then Rev.. Blackstone has issued a 
printed circular in both English and Hebrew 
in which he advocates a Hebrew common- 
wealth in Palestine. These circulars he has 
sent out to Jewish rabbis and others of the 
Hebrew race in all sections of the country 
and it is thought that the circulars have even 
been sent to Europe. At the end of the cir- 
cular is a foot note reading as 
follows: ‘‘Copies of this leaflet in English or 
in Hebrew jargon furnished free to any who 
will distribute them to the Jews. Address 
William E. Blackstone, Oak Park, Oook 
County, III.“ 

WHAT HE ATTEMPTS TO SHOW. 

In these circulars Rey. Dr. Blackstone seeks 
to show that according to the Old Testament 
or Hebrew Bible God intended that the Jews 
should return to Palestine.

Rabbi Sonneschein and various 
other prominent Hebrews take the stand that 
while the Rev. Blackstone evidently means 
well he Is badly misguided, andthat his plan 
fora Jewish commonwealth in Palestine is 
thoroughly impracticable. They hold that it 
isabsurd to claim that Turkey would ever 
surrender to the Jews so valuable a country as 
Palestine which is such an important Key to 
the Eastern situation. His views on the Old 
Testament they claim are entirely wrong, 
but they fear his circulars may mislead 
ignorant members of the Hebrew race and 
cause some of them to suffer unnecessarily by 
going to Palestine under the mistaken im- 
pression thatthe Turkish Government will 
surrender the country to them.

Guards Who Shoot and Kill When They 
Feel So Disposed—How the Inquests on 
Two Victims Were Conducted—Chair- 
man Able of the Work-House Commit- 
tee Promises a Searching Investigation. 


At last there is to be an investigation of the 

nt of the City Work-house. Chair- 

— house Committee of 
man Able of the Work- 0 
me Board of Public Improvements said this 
morning that he would begin the investiga- 
ton Thursday, and he would conduct it with 
the co-operation of the Board of Charity 
Commissioners. **I have read of the O' Keefe 
case and others in which cruelty is alleged,’’ 
ne sald, and the public can rest assured 
that the inquiry will be searching and com- 
plete. If it proves that any of the guards 
down there have practised such cruelties 
as are reported they will be 
handled in a summary manner. It may be, 
however, that the reports are greatly exag- 
gerated, but the inquiry will be so complete 
that we expect to gather all the facts. From 
what I can learn of the O’Keefe case, the al- 
leged beating was administered before 
the present superintendent assumed 
charge of the Work-house. The Board of 
Public Improvements practically manages 
that institution by reason of the factthat 
materials are produced there for public work. 
The prisoners in times past have been em- 
ployed on public work, such as grading and 
making new streets, The board is in 
favor of a rigid discipline down 
there, but will not tolerate any brutality on 
the part of any of the guards towards the 
prisoners. 

INVESTIGATION BADLY NEEDED. 

0’ Keefe’s family is positive that the beating 
he received whilea prisoner at the Work- 
house is responsible for his present confine- 
ment in the idiotic ward of the City 
Insane Asylum and they are anxious to have 
aninvestigation made. There are others as 
eager to see an Official inquiry inaugurated 
without delay. In addition to the terrible 
drubbings administered by work - house 
guards on defenseless prisoners of late, 
there have been no less than two hu- 
man lives taken by these same 
employes of the city. Inquests were held 
in both cases, but care was taken in the se- 
lection of jurors and the examination of wit- 
nesses to protect the guards. 

The more aggravated of these cases was 
that of the negro, Henry Trabue, who 
was killed by Guard Thomas P. Duggan 
on the night of May 20. Duggan was 
an extra guard at the Work-house 
having employment only when the regular 
guards were not on duty. Trabne was well 
known at the Work- house, having been sent 
there frequently for drunkenness and other 
petty offenses. On the night of the killing 
Duggan met Trabue out of the Work- 
inclosure on Meramec street, 
thinking that he was

ver Trabue’s head and then shot him in the 
ead, killing him.

He called into 
requisition irony, satire, sarcasm, psychol- 
ogy, sociology, physiology, philosophy, 
the argumentum ad puleam and the consti- 
tution of the United States to prove the in- 
alienable right of boys to carry cat-guns 
and use them at pleasure. 

‘But the arguments of The Boy’’ are 
vain. He forgets that other people have 
rights of property and security. He is 
supremely unconscious of the law. He as- 
sumes too much in assuming that he is the 
accredited protector of society by force of 
arms against the mangy cur and the 
squalling cat and that he is the judge and 
upon his own decision the abater of nui- 
sances. He does not discriminate between 
the right to bear arms for defense and 
the use of them for offense. He 
overlooks altogether the rights of his 
neighbors to peace, the security of their 
property and the safety of lives and limbs. 
The boys are welcome to their cat-guns, 
and the unrestrainéd enjoyment of them 
under proper circumstances. They may 
perfect themselves in markmanship by 
shooting at targets in open fields, when no 
one is around to catch stray missiles, as 
much as they please, but when the skins of 
others are punctured, eyes are put out, 
windows are broken and lives, limbs and 
property are endangered, as must neces- 
sarily be the case when guns are used in 
the city limits, mangy curs and squalling 
cats are blessings in contrast with a boy 
andacat-gun. Besides the law prohibit- 
ing the discharging of weapons in the city 
specifically mentions cat-guns, and there 
are laws against wanton cruelty and the 
slaying of birds. 

If the boys of the cat-gun brigade will 
not inaugurate a movement among them- 
selves to obey the law and respect the 
rights of others they must be compelled to 
do so either by the heavy hand of parental 
authority or the strong arm of the law. 
The cat-gun and similar devices as weap- 
ons of offense must go.

The Pacific Express Robbed of a Money 
Package. 


MESSENGER CLEMM KELLOGG 18 LAID OFF 
IN CONSEQUENCE. 


He Is Believed to Be Innocent and the 
Company Will Not Prosecute—The 
‘Stolen Package Contained a Lottery 
Prise for a St. Louis Ticket-Holder— 
The Officials Talk, 


A St. Louis man hit the Louisiana lottery at 
its last drawing for $5,000, but he didn’t 
get his money, and this is why Mes- 
senger Clem Kellogg, of the Fa- 
eine Express Co., is suspended, and 
detectives employed by the company are 
shadowing all the other messengers on the 
Iron Mountain Road between here 
ang Memphis. The %,000 was won 
by one of the 82 tickets most of 
those who play the lottery in St. Louis buy. 
The holder of the ticket waited for two weeks 
after the drawingto get his money, having 
seen his number printed as a prize- 
winner, but it did not come, He 
then wrote to one of the New Orleans agents 
of the lottery, inguiring why his money had 
nat been sent. 

THE PACKAGE STOLEN. | 

The agent went to the main office of the 
lottery and the books were examined. 
The St. Louis prize had been sent 
off with the other prizes that had been 
drawn a few days after the number had 
come out of the wheel. This was tel- 
@graphed to the st. Louis man, and 
he replied that he hadn't got the money. 
The company then reported the loss 
to the etpress company and an 
investigation was set on foot. The 
package of money was traced from New 
Orleans to Memphis and then disappeared. 
Messenger Kellogg, whose run is 
from Memphis to St. Louis, and 
the messenger between Memphis and 
New Orleans were held responsible 
for the lost package. The Southern messen- 
gersaid that he had checked the package 
over to Kellogg, and Kellogg declared 
that he had not received it. 

TWO MESSENGERS IN TROUBLE. 

Atany rate, it was certain that both the 
package and its accompanying way bill were 
gone when Messenger Kellogg turned over 
the contents of his safe at St. Louis. 

The express officials were in doubt what 
todo. Onthe face of it, Messenger Kellogg 
had lost the package. According to the 
rules of the company its loss fell 
on his shoulders, but practically it was by no 
means clear that he had ever taken it intothe 
car with him at Memphis, where one express 
messenger turns over packages to another 
One tallies the pile of way - bills in his hand, 
and the one who is receiving the parcels tal - 
lies his check-book. The man with the way- 
bills runs over them rapidly, calling them 
out to the other, who checks them off. When 
that is done the receiving messenger gathers 
up the way dis and the packages and 
tosses them into the car. 

A CARELESS SYSTEM. 

He rarely counts them and examines to see 
if the packages, the way bills and the checks 
correspond. A messenger who wants to steal 
a package could do so easily through this 
system. Calling off the way bills to the re- 


bil after the other had checked it, and 
having previously concealed the package he 
wanted to make away with he could after- 
wards getit. The receiving messenger would 
then have receipted for a package 
he never got, and would be legally responsi- 
ble for it and liable to criminal prosecution if 
there were any circumstantial evidence 
tending to show that he had stolen it. 
KELLOGG NOT PROSECUTED. 

All this is well known tothe express officials, 
and Manager Kellogg made his defense on 
this ground when he was asked totell what 
had become of the package. The messenger 
between New Orleans and Memphis rested 
his case on the proof by the check book that 
he had given the package to Mes- 
senger Kellogg. Messenger Kellogg's 
reputation was very good. He 
had been for years a trusted employe of the 
company, and there had never been 
any charges brought against him. 
Besides, he had influence in the 
company’s offices. His brother-in-law 
is Harvey Raymond, a route agent of the 
company. Considering all the circum- 
stances, the officers decided not to 
make the disappearance of the package 
public, as would have been done by the ar- 
rest of any messenger, and went to work to 
find the lost money by their own detectives. 

STATEMENTS OF EXPRESS OFFICIALS. 

Supt. Fuller, who has been working on the 
case, said to-day: I .don’t care to 
say a word about this. I wouldn't 
mind talking if I thought the 
public would be benefited in the slightest de- 
gree, but I’m not going to gratify mere idle 
curiosity. I don’t talk about my business 
untiiI have got in shape, and I won't say a 
word about this yet.’’ 

‘*Will you answer some questions about the 
matter?’’ .

**T dave nothing to say.? 

**Will you prosecute the messenger?“

General Agent H. O. Woodman sald that 
as Supt. Fuller had had full charge of the 
case, he knew very little about the 
latest developments ‘‘I heard the 
story from superintendents,’’ said he, ‘‘and 
as the case didn’t come under my control I 
didn’t busy myself with it.’’ 

MESSENGER KELLOGG DEFENDED. 

The various messengers of St. Louis, who 
know Kellogg,sympathize very strongly with 
him, and believe him entirely innocent, 
were hinting at some sort of a conspiracy by 
others to put the burden ofthe theft on nim.

In the meantime the St. Louis man who 
drew the prise is in a pretty plight. He 
doesn’t like to expose himself by insisting 
too strongly upon restitution of the stolen 
money, and yet he thinks the lottery company 
and-the express company, too, might be a 
little more energetic in their efforts to recov- 
er the lost package.

IN HOT WATER AGAIN. 


Rev. Joseph De Forrest in Trouble at Fort 
Worth, Tex. 

Rev. Dr. Joseph De Forrest, rector of the 
Episcopal Church of Fort Worth, Tex., is in 
hot water. The press of this city have pub- 
lished telegrams received from Fort Worth, 
concerning the rector and the vestry of the 
chureh, There is considerable friction in 
church affairs, andthe minister and vestry 
cannot agree. The congregation is also up in 
arms, that isa portion of it. One sideis for 
their rector and the other against him. 

It is also alleged that Mr. De Forrest got 
into a drunken row in which a demijohn was 
smashed. In Carondelet, where Mr. De For- 
rest was well known, having been rector of 
St. Paul’s Episcopal Church for five years, 
these stories caused quite a sensation. De 
Forrest took charge of st. Paul’s Church in 
1881, where he remained until 1886, when he 
resigned and went to Texas. While rector of 
St. Paul’s Church he had numerous friends. 

In 1886, a few months prior to his resigning 
his office as rector of the church, some very 
unsavory stories were Circulated concerning 
him. He was accused of being intoxicated 
and circulating scandalous stories about 
some of the members of the church. 

SERIOUS CHARGES PREFERRED. 

Charges were preferred against him by Mr. 
Ira C. Terry, a well knowh lawyer of Caron 
delet.

Shortly 
after that little incident De Forrest resigned 
as rector of the church. Messrs. Boyd, John- 
ston and Everest, who were intimately ac- 
quainted with De Forrest, in an interview 
this morning with a Post-DisPATCH reporter 
said that De Forrest was not a drink- 
ing man. He was never known to be under 
the influence of liquor, they said. He wasa 
man that was outspokenand fearless. There 
were a few people who disliked him for rea- 
sons that have never been revealed, and who 
took unlimited time and pleasure to do every- 
thing and anything to ruin his character.

A stout,yellow-haired boy, with a vacant look 
on his face, dropped out of the crowd and 
came up to the front entrance, gave the dog- 
tor a kpowing nod and passed into 
the office, and ing to a corner 
he seemed to know w picked up a couple 
of base ball bats, a mask, some gloves and 
a catcher’s shield. He then went towards 
the inclosure and 7 inside the big 
white gate. While the boy was getting the 
bats and balls twoofthe atten ts were 
ok two nines fromamong the insane. 
It took buta few minutes and then the game 
started. All those not playing grouped 
themselves about 1 rng! places and 
watched the game with quiet interest. 

The rules of the game were strictly ob- 
served and some of the men played remark- 
ably well. There was a noticeable lack of 
noise and shouting and nearly all of the 
coaching and talking was done by the at- 
tendants. The game, all things considered, 
was a d one, as only four or five runs 
could be made by either side in an inning. 
The play lasted about five innings, when the

That was the race rowed to-day and Stans- 
bury is still the world’s champion. 


THE TURF. 

As the trainer ofa favorite horse that has 
just been badly beaten walks through the 
crowd in front of thé grand stand, he will 
hear himself get a roasting that tears his 
reputation to tatters, so says Elizazeth 
Thompson in the New York Press. ‘‘He 
don’t know a horse from a goat.’’ 

But aside from all this the trainer’s life isa 
pleasant one, even though it involves a meas- 
ure of hard work and endless anxiety. As 
soon as the races are over in the fall (for 
those who do not race in winter) the horses 
are taken to the track or farm, where they 
are to recuperate and are gradually un- 
wound, as it were. Their work is lessened 
by degrees, until they areturned out and 
asked to do nothing. 

During the short winter days andthe long 
winter evenings, while the horses are getting 
fat and buliding up more bone and sinew and 
bottling up more speed, the trainer is build- 
ing up anew hopes that, perhaps, were shat- 
tered very badly during the summer past. 
He sits around the stable during the day, and 
as the boys give each horse a slight rub down 
he seesin his mind that race horse running 
as he never ran before, carrying the stable 
colors to the front and beating triumphant 
rivals. 

In the evening the racing cronies gather in 
some pleasant resort, and famous races of 
the past are rerun around the stove with all 
the enthusiasm of the original performance. 
The coming events are discussed and all the 
big stakes are fought for and won and, in 
imagination, settled in advance. 

During the winter,too,the horses that have 
met with mishaps are blistered or ‘‘fired’’ or 
doctored in any way that they require, and 
hopes run high that they will stund in spite 
of all. 

The actual work begins as spring comes on. 
First comes the exercise of the ‘‘walk- 
around’’ under shelter. The horse that’s 
had his legs doctoged is watched. He stands 
the exercise on the walk-around all right. 
Allthe horses are taken out and trotted. 
Everything goes well. Then they are gal- 
loped. Still all goes well. They are galloped 
as fast as a two-minute gate and are brought 
in to every appearance sound and well. 
**Racing is pretty good business after all. It 
isn’t so easy to break a horse down. I guess 
I’ll leave him in a few stakes and see what he 
can do for me. That's what the sanguine 
trainer says. 

Then the horses are pushed a little faster 
than a two-minute gate. A bit of fever in the 
leg, dear me, the trainer says. It means ban- 
dages and cooling lotions and sleepless 
nights for the horse and himself. 

Still a wee bit faster go the trials. 
down. Itis an awful verdict. 

Just my luck, says the trainer. I wish 
the brute was in Halifax, and I was there, 
too. 

But the yearlings; they are the joy of a 
trainer’s Ute. »The young rascals usually 
promise so well, There are so many wonder- 
ful trials during the fall that as confidences 
are interchanged one is ready to believe the 
woods are full of world-beaters. As spring 
comes on, and something like real racing is 
required of them, counterfeits show up here 
and there, and promising stake horse dwindl 
away to selling - platers. ' 

The opening of the racing season is marked 
by quick packing in stable and kitchen. At 
the tracks are heard the sounds of hammer 
and saw; plows and barrows are busy; horses 
arrive from every point of the country, and 
stable-boys are filled with glee and deviltry 
by the general commotion and at meeting old 
friends. N 

The trainer fixes up his quarters in the box 
adjoining the pride of the stable, and makes 
it look like a bower with the pretty things the 
women folks at home have stuffed in his 
trunks, The boys decorate the stalis of their 
favorite horses with play-bills, advertising 
cards and lithographs of actors and actresses. 
The cook sets out his dishes and pots and 
pans, and almost covers the kitchen walls 
with highly colored pictures, generally of 
fair burlesquers. To be sure all these things 
have to be taken down and moved and put up 
again every few weeks, but it is done with 
never a thought that it is any trouble.
